Figures Down 


The town received a set-back - 
but not a crippling one - when it 
received the annual ‘‘cherry 
sheet’? estimates of state and 
county taxes, and income, for the 
year. 

Although there is less an- 
ticipated income, and higher ex- 
penses, Town Manager Thomas E, 
Duff said these should not make too 
much difference in the town’s tax- 
rate picture. 

The ‘‘cherry sheet’’ indicates 
that the town will receive $14,316 
less than a year ago; but the com=- 
munity will pay $11,064 more than 
it did in 1961 for county and state 
taxes. 

Largest increase in the tax 
columns is the county tax - up 
close to $8,000 over a year ago. 
To boot, the town is being charged 
another $2,473 for last year’s 
county taxes, which were under- 
estimated a year ago. 

Traditionally, the taxes are es- 
timated and paid onthat basis, then 
any over-chargeor under-estimate 
are carried on the following year’s 
*“‘cherry sheet’’ 

Here’s how this 
ticipated income looks: 

State recreation areas, reim~- 
bursement, 476.94; reimburse- 
ment from last year’s levy for 
publicly owned land, $2,059.18; 
Library aid, $4,283.50; school aid, 
$136,877.14; school aid, $13,100.- 
54; state tax apportionment, 
$59,875.36; corporation exise tax, 
$167,031.35; meals tax, $4,330.12. 
The total is $388,034.13. 

This year’s tax payments for 
various purposes are: 

County tax, $100,231.15; under- 
estimate on last year’s county tax, 
$2,473.25; county tuberculosis 
hospital, $22,915.54; state re- 
creational areas, $11,299.12; audit 
of municipal accounts, $3,257.03; 
state examination of retirement 
system, $1,938.86. Total out-go 
this year will be $142,114.95.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


How’s Your Back Yard? 


Town officials could be in a real bind, after town meet- 
ing, if a proposed amendment to the zoning by-law allow- 
ihg municipal facilities in various zones of the town is 
defeated. 

The amendment is intended to legalize the present 
location of the dump in a residential area, and to also 
permit other town facilities to be placed where needed. 

Unfortunately, the wording of the amendment implies 
that the dump can also be moved, willy-nilly, around the 
town. 

Town Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien has warned that the 
present location can not be legalized by amending the 
by-law, without also permitting this type of use in other, 
similar areas. Spot zoning could be charged, with the 
threat of disapproval by the attorney general, if this 
should be done. 

But unless the present site is made legal, there re- 
mains the possibility that some residents will take the 
matter to court - and the town might wind up with no dump 
at all. 

The likelihood of this happening is less, if the san- 
itary land fill method is put into practice. Residents of 
the area would be much happier under the proposed con- 
ditions, when burning will be all-but eliminated. 

Other residents of the town - and we blame them not 
at all - are concerned lest the dump actually is moved 
some day. The amendment would appear to make this 
possible, without further action by the voters. Naturally, 
town officials would have to pass judgement on the 
action, but the anxious residents worry that the town 
fathers might move without enough thought, without hear- 
ings to give voters a chance to register their opinions. 


It is a grave matter. 

One has only to put himself in the position of a resi- 
dent in a country area, happy with the open areas around 
him, to be concerned. For what would be the effect of 
putting a dump in that persons area? Property values 
would be down-graded, for sure; the individual might even 
have some legal recourse beyond that damage, on grounds 
that the town did not protect him, a resident, from the 
annoyances of a dump, which were not anticipated when 
the property was purchased, 

All in all, we are far more concerned with the pos- 
sibilities of trouble involved in moving the dump than we 
are in the legal problem surrounding the present one. 

After all, an overwhelming majority of the voters at 
town meeting back in the early 1940’s approved purchase 
of the current dump site, for that specific purpose. This 
should mean something in the courtS judgement, if the 
matter ever goes that far. 

We’d be happy to see the amendment passed, as long 
as the use of land for a dump is stricken from the wording. 
Then the town would have approval for the use of land 
for fire stations, gravel storage, or other necessary faci- 
lities. None of these can even approach the dump, in 
terms of annoyance, nuisance and devaluation of property. 


Job Well Done 


The Finance Committee deserves congratulations for 
its efforts to keep the tax rate stable, at $26. 

This week’s presentation of the budgets and articles 
indicates that, although there are some items disapproved, 
the town will not be seriously hampered in its operation 
during the coming year. 

And we couldn’t agree more with a notation in the 
FinCom report, calling for further study of a master plan 
of capital expenditures. Assigning priority to major pro- 
jects is not a once-a-year job. It should be done during 
the year, so that careful thought can be given to every 
proposal, after hearing all the arguments for it. 

Many large projects will be facing the town in the next 
few years, and very serious study should be given to all 
of them, rather than being stampeded into hasty action in 
any given year. 


Poses Serious Problems 


The Board of Appeals ruling that a beauty salon does 
not constitute a profession, or a customary home occupa- 
tion within the meaning of the town by-law, can have 
serious repercussions throughout the town. 

For there are other beauty salons in residential zones, 
which are not non-conforming uses. To be considered in 
this category, the business must have been operating 
before the adoption of the zoning by-law in 1936. 

Most town officials have indicated a willingness to

ignore violations that exist, and be content with prevent- 
ing others from coming into existence. And in general we 
agree that there would be tremendous difficulty in trying 
to go backwards to enforce zoning requirements, once the 
individuals have established a business. 

But certainly any applicant for such permission, if he 
or she wished, could register serious complaints that 
zoning violations are taking place ,and probably could 
compel the town to stop them. While the existence of 
violations doesn’t serve as a valid reason for allowing 
another, disappointed applicants might have legitimate 
feelings that others should not profit in violation of the 


by-law, while they can’t. 


Thus there is the possibility that the town will be 
faced with complaints and subsequent legal requirements 
that the zoning by-laws be enforced rigorously, and for 


all.

Taxpa yers W ant Combined 
Trash, Garbage Pick-up 


The Taxpayers Association 
will seek town meeting approval 
of combined garbage and trash 
collection, at an estimated total 
cost of $62,000. 

President Richard Moody has 
announced the position of the 
Association. He said the alterna- 
tive of combined collection will 
thus be presented to the voters - 
the original article calls for gar- 
bage collection alone, at $25,000 
annually. 

According to the Association, a 
sanitary land fill operation at the 
dump will be needed, if the com- 
bined collection if approved. 

The cost factors, according to 
estimates of the Association, are 
these: 

Combined collection - $62,000 
COS vessss 69¢ on the tax rate, or 
26 1/2 cents weekly for a home- 
owner. 

Garbage collection - $25,000 
COStsniscis> 9278 cents on the tax 
rate or.107 cents weekly. 

The weekly estimates are based 
on an average home valuation of 
$20, 000, 

The Association finds that pre- 
sent collection costs, on a private 
basis, range from .115 to .77 
weekly. 

Cost of the sanitary land fill 
method, the report shows, will be 
$12,000 for gravel and approxi- 
mately $6,800 for labor, 

Present dump costs are $1,000 
for gravel and $5,800 for labor, 
‘the study went on. 

New, heavy equipment needed for 
the dump will cost from $18,000 
to $24,000, less trade-in value of 
the present equipment. 

Mr. Moody, who is also a 
member of the special study com- 
mittee that proposed garbage col- 
lection, said the Association wants 
to present the alternatives to the 
voters. He stated, however, that 
the Association is not ‘*pushing’’ 
the measure; instead, it seeks to 
explain the differences. 

Study Committee Chairman 
Richard McKallagat, asked to com=- 
ment on the combined collection, 
said the Committee does not favor 
it. 

And he said Mr. Moody had 
agreed to abide by the majority 
vote of the Committee in this 
position. 

The Committee’s report said 
that trash collection was being 
left for another year, because it 


is essentially a convenience and | 


because of other problems asso~ 
ciated with that type of collection. 


In public meetings, members of | 


the Committee have noted that the 
cost factors also were important 
in recommending that this col- 
lection not be requested this year.
